Census 2020: Be counted 


New program series honors 
the immigrant experience 


In what ways do immigrants change America, and in what 
ways does America change immigrants? What hopes and 
experiences do immigrants share? The 2020 "Coming to 
America" Reading Groups for Public Libraries series explores 
these ideas through books, movies, lectures, and a crowd- 
sourced community project. 

The Coming to America series is anchored by a selection of 
books translated from Yiddish and set at the turn of the 20th 
century and following World War II—stories with elements 
many of us will recognize from our own families' immigration 
stories. The books and related programs dig into questions 
of identity, assimilation, language, cuisine, and generational 
change. An oral history project called "First Day in America" 
provides a platform for you to share your stories. See this 
season's event listings on p. 11. The series continues 
through fall.

The Constitution requires that everyone living in 
the United States is counted every ten years. Why? 

There are two reasons: The count determines how 
many representatives each state has in the U.S. House of 
Representatives and it determines how billions of dollars in 
federal funding flow into states and communities every year. 
These dollars impact your neighborhood school, local fire 
department, nearby hospital, and the roads you drive on. 

The short message is this: the census helps shape our 
community. This is why libraries and schools are helping 
make sure that everyone is counted—young, old, citizen, 
non-citizen, homeowner, renter...everyone. 

Around March 12, your household will receive an invitation 
to respond. You can answer online, by mail, or by telephone. 
If you don't respond by April 30, a trained census worker will 
visit your home to get your answers. If you have questions or 
need internet access to respond, your library is here to help. 
Stop in and ask at any public desk during library hours.
